NOTICES  REGARDING  MEAT  INSPECTION. 

CERTAIN    CONDEMNED    MEATS    AND    ORGANS    MAY    BE    USED    IN    MANUFACTURE    OF 

POULTRY  FEED. 

Meats  and  organs,  such  as  lungs  and  livers  which  have  been  condemned  on  account 
of  parasitic  infestation  or  invasion,  and  the  flesh  of  unborn  animals  and  of  animals 
which  have  been  condemned  on  account  of  emaciation  and  recent  parturition,  may- 
be utilized  at  official  establishments  in  the  manufacture  of  poultry  feed,  provided 
that  such  organs  or  tissues  are  sterilized  by  thorough  cooking,  steam  rendering,  or 
desiccation  under  high  temperature.  The  handling  and  preparation  of  such  organs 
and  tissues  in  the  manufacture  of  poultry  feeds  must  be  done  in  rooms  and  places 
separate  and  apart  from  those  used  for  handling  or  storing  edible  products. 

COOKED   PORK   PRODUCTS. 

Inspectors  in  charge  of  meat  inspection  are  requested  to  supply  information  con- 
cerning the  cooking  of  all  products  such  as  sausages,  hams,  shoulders,  pork  rolls, 
etc.,  consisting  wholly  or  in  part  of  pork,  which  are  cooked  in  official  establishments. 
No  reports  are  desired  for  canned  products.  Blank  forms  for  these  reports  substan- 
tially as  follows  will  be  mailed  in  the  near  future  and  should  receive  prompt  attention.

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In  case  products  of  the  same  kind  are  cooked  at  different  temperatures  or  for  dif- 
ferent lengths  of  time  according  to  different  sizes  and  weights,  or  different  kinds  of 
casings,  it  is  desired  that  a  separate  report  be  made  for  each  size  and  weight,  or  kind 
of  casing. 

MARKING    WRAPPED   MEATS. 

Referring  to  the  instructions  in  Service  and  Regulatory  Announcements  for  January, 
1914,  with  regard  to  the  marking  of  wrapped  meats,  inspectors  in  charge  are  instructed 
to  have  lampblack  added  to  the  ink  when  branding  the  burlap  or  other  cloth  cover- 
ings of  domestic  as  well  as  imported  meats  that  require  marking,  in  order  that  the 
resultant  marks  may  be  more  legible. 

LITHOGRAPH  LABELS   ON   METAL   CONTAINERS. 

.  When  metal  containers  are  prepared  in  various  sizes  bearing  lithograph  labels  similar 
in  every  respect  except  as  to  size,  it  will  only  be  necessary  to  submit  to  the  Washington 
office  for  approval  sections  of  the  container  bearing  the  smallest  size  label.  This 
ruling  is  subject  to  the  further  condition  that  the  increase  in  the  size  of  labels  on  larger 
containers  will  be  proportionate,  so  that  essential  features  (such  as  the  name  of  ingre- 
dients, where  required)  will  be  in  the  same  proportion  to  the  balance  of  the  label  on 
large  containers  as  on  those  smaller  in  size. 

In  addition  to  the  small  size  submitted  for  approval  one  copy  of  each  size  should 
be  furnished  to  the  inspector  in  charge,  who  will,  if  the  labels  conform  to  the  require- 
ments above  outlined,  mark  them  with  the  same  number  as  assigned  by  the  Washing- 
ton office  to  the  approved  copy,  adding  to  such  numbers  serial  letters,  such  as  248-A, 
248-B,  248-C,  etc.  The  inspector  in  charge  will  make  a  notation  concerning  the 
serial  letters  assigned  on  both  approved  copies  intended  for  his  files. 

The  above  ruling  applies  only  to  lithograph  labels  on  metal  containers  and  is  made 
for  the  purpose  of  preventing  an  unnecessary  increase  in  files. 

LABELS   OF   IMPORTED   MEAT  PRODUCTS. 

When  obtaining  samples  of  imported  products  for  analyses  the  labels  on  the  product 
should  be  carefully  observed,  and  any  false,  or  misleading  statements  thereon  reported 
when  the  samples  are  submitted.

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CONVICTIONS  FOR  VIOLATIONS  OF  LAWS. 

MEAT-INSPECTION  LAW. 

In  the  case  of  the  United  States  v.  Fred  Jedel,  Newark,  N.  J.,  for  violating  the 
meat-inspection  act  in  transporting  unmarked  meat  in  interstate  trade,  the  defendant 
pleaded  guilty  and  the  court  imposed  a  fine  of  $50  and  costs. 

In  the  case  of  the  United  States  v.  Harry  Baranoi'sky,  Philadelphia,  Pa.,  for  violating 
the  meat-inspection  act  in  transporting  unmarked  meat  in  interstate  trade,  the  defend- 
ant pleaded  non  vult  and  the  court  imposed  a  fine  of  $65.

SUBSTANCES   PERMITTED  FOR  OFFICIAL  DIPPING  OF  SHEEP. 

The  use  of  the  following-named  substances  is  permitted  by  the  department  in  the 
official  dipping  of  sheep  for  scabies: 

"Lifeguard  Dip,"  a  coal-tar  creosote  dip,  manufactured  for  the  Liberty  Oil  Co., 
Des  Moines,  Iowa.     Dilution  permitted,  1  gallon  to  not  more  than  69  gallons  of  water. 

"  Mulsol,"  a  coal-tar  creosote  dip,  manufactured  by  Samuel  Cabot  (Inc.),  Boston, 
Mass.  Dilution  permitted,  1  gallon  to  not  more  than  74  gallons  of  water.  This  notice 
supersedes  that  in  Service  Announcements,  July,  1913,  in  which  dilution  of  1  gallon 
to  not  more  than  66  gallons  of  water  was  permitted. 

"Natico,"  a  coal-tar  creosote  dip,  manufactured  for  the  National  Grocery  Co., 
Denver,  Colo.     Dilution  permitted,  1  gallon  to  not  more  than  63  gallons  of  water. 

"Dr.  David  Roberts  Disinfectall,"  a  coal-tar  creosote  dip,  manufactured  for  the 
Dr.  David  Roberts  Veterinary  Co.,  Waukesha,  Wis.

Co.,  Chicago,  111.     Dilution  permitted,  1  gallon  to  not  more  than  75  gallons  of  water. 


IMPORTATION  OF  ANIMALS  INTO  SWITZERLAND. 

The  following  is  a  translation  of  the  sanitary  police  regulations  governing  the  impor- 
tation into  or  transit  through  Switzerland,  as  the  case  may  be,  of  farm  animals  of 
foreign  origin  upon  arrival  at  the  Swiss  frontier  customs  offices.  The  pamphlet  bears 
no  date. 

General  Provisions. 

All  animals  belonging  to  the  horse,  cattle,  sheep,  goat,  and  swine  species  intended 
for  importation  into  or  transit  through  Switzerland  must  be  inspected  by  a  certified 
veterinarian.  No  animal  can  be  imported  without  the  production  of  a  permit  from 
the  frontier  veterinarian.  On  arrival  at  the  customs  office  the  animal  must  be  accom- 
panied by  an  official  certificate  of  health  or  origin,  which  must  have  been  issued  at 
least  six  days  previously,  and  which  certifies  that  the  animal  comes  from  a  region  free 
from  disease  and  where  no  disease  has  been  observed  among  that  kind  of  animal 
during  the  prior  40  days. 

Foreign  certificates  of  health  or  origin  for  horses,  asses,  mules,  and  cattle  must  be 
individual;  for  smaller  animals  they  may  be  collective.  The  certificates  are  kept  by 
the  frontier  veterinarian. 

The  foreign  shipping  permits  for  cattle,  sheep,  goats,  and  swine  are  valid  until  the 
arrival  of  the  shipment  at  destination.  The  shipping  permits  for  horses  are  valid  for 
six  days.     All  shipping  must  be  delivered  to  the  cattle  inspector  at  destination. 

Importations. 

In  all  cases  where  special  permits  of  importation  are  required,  the  necessary  appli- 
cation stating  the  kind  and  size  of  the  shipment,  the  Swiss  customs  office  at  place  of 
entry,  the  consignee,  and  the  destination  must  be  sent  to  the  proper  cantonal  authori- 
ties, who,  in  case  of  favorable  consideration,  forward  it  to  the  Swiss  department  of 
agriculture  (sanitary  police  service). 

Imports  of  Horses. 

The  importation  of  animals  of  the  horse  species  from  any  origin  is  not  subject  to 
any  special  restrictions. 

Imports  of  Cattle. 

Imports  of  cattle,  other  than  for  slaughter,  are  prohibited.  (Certain  exceptions 
are  noted  in  cases  of  emergency,  but  these  do  not  apply  to  the  United  States.) 

Imports  of  cattle  for  slaughter  from  Austria-Hungary,  France,  Germany,  and  Italy 
are  permitted  under  given  regulations. 

Imports  of  cattle  for  slaughter  from  other  countries  are  subject  to  regulations  which 
will  be  given  for  each  case  separately. 

Imports  of  Swine. 

The  importation  of  swine  for  breeding  purposes  is  generally  prohibited.  It  is  only 
permitted  in  exceptional  cases  subject  to  special  permit. 

Imports  of  swine  for  slaughter  from  Austria-Hungary,  France,  Germany,  and  Italy 
are  permitted  under  certain  restrictions. 

Imports  of  swine  for  slaughter  from  other  countries  are  subject  to  regulations  which 
will  be  given  for  each  case  separately. 
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Imports  of  Sheep  and  Goats. 

Sheep  from  Austria-Hungary,  France,  Germany,  and  Italy  are  permitted  to  enter 
under  certain  conditions. 

Imports  of  sheep  from  other  countries  are  subject  to  regulations  which  will  be  given 
for  each  case  separately. 

The  importation  of  goats  is  prohibited. 

Animals  in  Transit  Through  Switzerland. 

In  all  cases  where  special  permits  for  transit  are  required,  an  application  stating 
the  exact  kind  and  dimensions  of  the  shipment,  the  customs  office  of  entry  and  depart- 
ure, the  consignee,  and  the  place  of  destination  must  be  sent  to  the  Swiss  department 
of  agriculture  (sanitary  police  service). 

The  transit  of  animals  of  the  horse  species  is  permitted  in  sealed  cars  without  per- 
mit and  without  restriction. 

The  transit  of  cattle,  swine,  sheep,  and  goats  from  all  countries  except  Austria- 
Hungary  may  only  take  place  subject  to  conditions  fixed  by  the  Swiss  department 
of  agriculture. 

Foot-and-Mouth  Disease. 

The  partial  prohibitory  prescriptions  to  prevent  the  introduction  of  foot-and-mouth 
disease  shall  remain  in  force  until  further  notice. 

List  of  Swiss  Customs  Offices. 

The  department  is  in  receipt  of  the  official  list  of  Swiss  customs  offices  along  the 
various  frontiers  open  for  the  importation  of  cattle  and  meat  on  February  1,  1914. 
The  list  contains  about  120  offices,  giving  the  name  of  each,  the  dates  and  office  hours 
when  business  may  be  transacted,  and  the  names  of  the  veterinarians  and  their 
substitutes. 


INSPECTION  AND  TESTING  OF  ANIMALS  FOR  CANADA. 

The  following  names  have  been  removed  from  the  list  of  practicing  veterinarians 
registered  by  the  bureau  and  authorized  to  inspect  and  test  with  mallein  horses,, 
mules,  and  asses  intended  for  export  to  Canada:

NONPAYMENT  OF  DEBTS  BY  EMPLOYEES. 

A  recent  order  of  the  Acting  Secretary  of  Agriculture  provides  that,  although  the- 
department  will  not  permit  itself  to  be  used  as  a  collection  agency,  it  will  not  consider 
as  a  fit  employee  any  one  who  contracts  a  just  debt  and  then  without  sufficient  excuse 
neglects  to  make  payment.  Therefore,  upon  receipt  of  a  complaint  of  nonpayment  of 
debt  the  bureau  will  obtain  a  report  in  writing  from  the  employee  concerned,  which,, 
together  with  a  summary  of  the  conclusions  reached  by  the  department  in  the  matter,, 
will  be  made  a  part  of  the  official  record  in  his  case  and  considered  by  the  committee 
on  efficiency  and  promotions  in  making  up  the  efficiency  register.  Charges  may  be 
preferred  against  an  employee  who  contracts  a  just  debt  and  then  without  sufficient 
or  reasonable  excuse  neglects  or  avoids  payment  thereof,  directing  him  to  show  cause 
why  he  should  not  be  dismissed  from  the  service  of  the  department.  , 


REGISTRATION  OF  ADDRESSES  WITH  TELEGRAPH  COMPANIES. 

It  ia  noted  that  some  inspectors  in  charge  and  others  having  occasion  to  use  the  tele- 
graph have  failed  to  register  their  home  addresses  in  addition  to  that  of  their  offices. 
In  order  to  avoid  future  embarrassment  to  the  bureau  and  to  facilitate  ite  work,  atten- 
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tion  is  called  to  the  notice  in  Sern.ce  Announcements  for  December,  1909,  page  96, 
which  states  that  both  office  and  home  addresses  should  be  registered  with  both  tele- 
graph companies. 


ACCIDENTAL  INJURIES  TO  EMPLOYEES. 

It  is  noted  that  some  of  the  inspectors  in  charge  construe  the  previous  notices  in 
Service  Announcements  regarding  reports  of  personal  injury  on  Forms  CA-1B,  2B, 
and  3A  not  to  apply  in  cases  where  the  absence  of  employees  on  account  of  accident 
is  covered  by  annual  or  sick  leave.  This  is  not  correct,  and  reports  should  be  made 
on  the  forms  indicated  of  all  accidents  necessitating  absence  from  duty  for  one  day  or 
more,  regardless  of  whether  such  absence  is  covered  by  annual  or  sick  leave  or  leave 
without  pay. 


RUBBER    STAMPS   FOR   ADDRESSING   FRANKS,    ENVELOPES,   ETC.,   TO 
THE  WASHINGTON  OFFICE. 

The  use  on  franks,  envelopes,  and  packages  of  rubber  address  stamps  reading  "The 
Secretary  of  Agriculture,  Washington,  D.  C."  should  be  discontinued  at  once.  All 
stations  now  using  such  stamps  should  make  request  for  new  address  stamps  reading 
''Bureau  of  Animal  Industry,  Department  of  Agriculture,  Washington,  D.  C."  Until 
these  new  stamps  are  received  all  franks,  envelopes,  and  packages  destined  for  the 
Washington  office  should  be  addressed  by  hand  or  typewriter ' '  Bureau  of  Animal  Indus- 
try, Washington,  D.  C."  On  packages  of  samples,  supplies,  etc.,  the  name  of  the 
division  for  which  they  are  intended  should  be  shown. 

The  foregoing  does  not  apply  to  the  use  of  envelopes  now  on  hand  bearing  the  printed 
address  "The  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  Washington,  D.  C."
